For years I have monitored the fur 
trade and done all that I could to bring 
about the end of this brutal trade. In 
the summer of 1993 I had just been 
released from jail for my part in a series 
of ALF attacks, and I began to take 
notice of a new determination being 
showed by the remaining furriers. It 
seemed as if the entire animal rights 
movement had claimed victory and 
was going to sit there and let the furriers 
come back. 

I had come out of jail more 
committed than ever and I decided 
that I would do what I could to shake 
everyone up and get the battle on. 
Flence, the coalition to Abolish the Fur 
Trade was formed. CAFT is a group that 
will go the extra mile. As an ex-prisoner 
I can ask people to get over their fear 
of jail and risk a little to save a lot. 

Throughout the winter I campaigned 
for a local, more moderate 
organization. Finally, in January we 
carried out our first action. The mink 
farmers were holding their annual 
convention in Madison, Wl and it 
seemed that our presence was 
needed. While a local organization 
protested outside and conducted CD, 
we were inside posing as fur farmers 
and gathering information. Our notes 
were distributed to various AR groups 
and put to use by some notable 
heavyweights. 

Soon after, we published the 
“Activists Guide to Defeating the Fur 
Industry." This is a booklet, available for 
$2, that discusses tactics, refutes every 
common pro-fur argument, and 
provides a list of pro-fur groups that 
need to be monitored. It is our hope 
that this booklet will motivate people to 
take immediate action. 

We are continuing our investigation 
of the fur farm industry and are 
beginning a summertime campaign 
against a local department store that 
sells fur. This campaign will definitely 
cause quite a stir! Sorry, no details just 
yet! 

We want it to be known that we will 
act as spokespersons for direct actions 
against the fur trade. In addition, we 
have a list of fur farms available to 
anyone who would like to investigate 
on their own. It's far past time to put the 
alcohol and drugs to the side and take 
action, As Robin Webb said * I do 
believe we can achieve animal 
liberation. I do believe we can win. But 





DARREN THURSTON BACK IN JAIL 

The prosecutor in Darren's trial has successfully 
appealed Darren ’ s previous sentence on the ground that 
"the judge failed to impose a sentence which reflected 
the principle of general deterrence.” Darren has 
already served 14 1/2 months and was ordered to pay 
$75 , 000 in damages to the University of Alberta and to 
the Billingsgate Fish Company for restitution. 

Darren pleaded guilty on August 19, 1993 to two 
counts: break and Enter to commit theft over $1000 in 
regards to the June 1, 1992 ALF liberation of 29 cats 
from the U of A Ellerslie Research Station, and arson 
in regards to the December 14, 1991 ALF action where 
the Billingsgate Fish Company had three trucks burned. 

Through released police reports and the preliminary 
trial it was learned that the police obtained all of 
their information from an informant named Jessica 
Michelle Charlotte Sandham (born Jan. 31, 1973) of 
Calgary, Alberta. Jessica Sandham made a 4 1/2 hour 
statement on video to investigators. At Darren's 
preliminary trial Sandham testified against Darren and 
other alleged ALF activists.

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Wanted for alleged connection to ALF 
activities in Canada, Canadian activist David 
Barbarash was apprehended at gun-point 
Monday, May 9, 1994. David and Jonathan 
Paul were driving in separate cars coming 
from Jonathan's house in Scolts Valley, 
California (near Santa Cruz) when they 
noticed a 6-car police road-block set up on the 
only street exiling Jonathan’s house and two 
or three cars behind- them. As they slowed 
down, police surrounded the two and 
approximately 30 Scotts Valley officers and 
FBI agents, complete with semi-automatic 
rifles, shotguns, and pistols, took aim at the 
two activists. Jonathan and David stuck their 
hands out of their car windows, and they were 
handcuffed and put into separate cars. 

The officers then searched both vehicles. 
David’s had just been loaded with his old 
junk that he w as taking to a storage bin. His 
address book and old boxes containing much 
literature and research papers in regards to 
activ ism and tactics, which will undoubtedly 
be used against him in his future court cases, 
were found inside. David’s car and its 
contents were impounded by the FBI as 
evidence. It is still unknown as to how the 
authorities knew of David’s whereabouts at 
that particular lime, though theories arc a- 
plenty. 

Jonathan was released, while David, of 
course, was held on various charges: petty 
theft/failure to complete community service 
hours in Santa Cruz, a 1990 charge and 
sentence; illegal stay in the U.S.; and the 
various charges in Canada, which include 
Breaking and Entering and Theft over $1000 
(referring to 29 cats <a $40 each). You will 
recall the situation that he is being charged 
with being involved in, as it is among the 
vime actions that activist Darren Thurston 
serv ed 14 */2 months for and was sentenced 
to pay $73,725 in restitution last year. 
David is accused of being involved in the 
action at the University of Alberta, where 29 


cats were liberated. The bulk of evidence 
against Darren was a 4 ^ / 2 -hour video 
statement by an informant, Jessica Michelle 
Charlotte Sandham of Calgary 7 ; this statement 
will likely be used against David as well. 
Unfortunately, Darren’s sentence was 
appealed by the prosecution (they can do that 
in Canada unlike the U.S.) and a decision was 
handed down only two days after David’s 
arrest, sentencing Darren to another two years 
in jail (see the update about Darren in this 
issue). Hopefully, David will receive a 
lighter sentence. 



David will now go through a complex 
procedure that began with his minor court 
hearing in Santa Cruz on May 1 l 1 * 1 for the 
petty theft charge in which the judge 
converted his unserved community service 
hours to a 3-day sentence which, including 
time served, he completed that day. While in 
the U.S. a lawyer has been provided for him 
by the National Activist Network. He was 
handed ov er to Border Patrol authorities on 
May 12 1 ^ who detained him in a n 
immigration office in Salinas, CA, then 


Santa Clara, and finally, at the Alameda 
County Jail in Dublin, California, where he 
was awaiting the immigration hearing that he 
requested due to take place in June. He was 
oflered a choice between an immigration 
hearing with the possibility of posting a 
$20,000 bond or voluntary deportation. 
However, though he got the hearing, the FBI 
showed interest in questioning him about 
incidents in the U.S. (as of May 26th, the 
FBI has not spoken to David), making his 
chance for bail unlikely. His bond hearing 
took place on May 27 and rather than wait 
another month for a deportation hearing, the 
court went ahead and ruled that he be deported 
ASAP, probably May 31 st - He will fly back 
to Canada, undoubtedly First Class. So, 
David will begin the f iasco up in Canada. He 
will more than likely end up in Edmonton, 
Alberta, where Darren was held. 

Upon last speaking with David we 
learned that he was doing as well as can be 
expected. Jail time for a vegan can be pretty 
painf ul in a country that believes ketchup to 
be a vegetable (thanks Prez Reagan!!). But 
friends supplied him with a meal (tempeh 
burger and carrot juice), the best he’s had 
since being jailed, and with books. 

Though the situation is still pretty 
mobile, please write letters of support to 
David in Edmonton (address below); we can 
update you on the situation if you send us a 
SELF-ADDRESSED, STAMPED 
ENVELOPE with your request. Please don’t 
forget to send cold hard cash to the North 
American ALF Support Group since they 
will be supporting David all through his 
ordeal. Contributions can also be made to 
the National Activist Network.

Wc arc very sorry to tell everyone that 
the story in our last issue (#8), which was 
written by Anthony Miller about his being 
incarcerated for liberating w ild horses, was a 
work of fiction. Last Chance for Animals 
(LCA) has checked with the Bernalillo County 
Court Clerk as well as the District Attorney's 
office and found that he was actually incarcerated 
for stealing a car— albict, a Jaguar. 

All along, we and many others had our 
doubts about Anthony’s story. My gut feeling 
was that he was not being totally honest. We 
thought he might have been stretching the truth 
a bit to make his action more dramatic. But we 
ran his story thinking that he had been 
overlooked by the movement for many years and 
was deserving of quick support to right the 
w rong. Wc soon found that the story differed in 
many inconsistent ways when it was told to 
different groups. Also, the court documents that 
he eventually sent us and other groups were 
inconsistent with his account and full of errors 
and misspellings. 



Wc would like to say a heart- felt sorry to everyone who responded to our article and sent letters and support to someone you believed 
had been jailed for an animal liberation. It is still up in the air whether Anthony is just a misguided person or an infiltrator trying to 
twart the mov ement; the effect is the same, however, so it doesn’t really matter. Wc arc all left damaged and used by the lie and the fact 
that wc put much effort and money into supporting such a lie. Next time, w hen an honest activ ist has a similar story, we may be wary 
and denv the activ ist the support he or she deserv es. 1 hope not though. Wc should mark this one up as another learning experience that 
w ill help us grow and prevent this from happening again.

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Waging a front-yard battle 

New Brighton resident appeals ruling that 
her animal-rights signs violated ordinance

Only one sign shouts today bom 
Deanna Brayton's yard in New 
Brighton, one tattered, snow-muffled 
plea for the animals. 

Call it a holding action. Sure as 
spring, new signs will sprout along 
her piece of Mississippi St. 

For 2 ,/ 2 years, the 33-ycar-old day 
care provider has fought with her 
neighbors and the city government 
over the signs in her yard. She favors 
signs with strong opinions . . . signs 
with pictures of animals in bloody 
traps. In turn, people have left dead 
animals in her yard. 

Acting on neighbors' complaints. 
New Brighton told Bray ton in 1991 
that her animal-rights signs violated 
a city ordinance She contacted the 
Minnesota Civil Liberties Union, 
which eventually Hied a complaint in 
Ramsey County District Court. Last 
fall, the judge sided w ith the city. 

Last week. Bray ton appealed to the 


Twin Cities Journal 


Minnesota Court of Appeals. 

“In a way. I’m glad we lost the first 
round,” she said. “I hope it will go as 
far as it can go so there won't be 
these sign ordinances in the entire 
state of Minnesota. “I'm going to 
fight it all the way. Nobody is going 
to tell me what I can put up in my 
yard." 


When Deanna was 6 years old, she 
wrote letters to Hubert Humphrey 
about the plight of dolphins and wild 
mustangs. Humphrey wrote back, 
encouraging her to stay involved. She 
did. She joined Greenpeace and 
learned about the whales. She 
researched medical research on 
animals. She became a vegetarian. 

Today she is a member of 1 3 animal- 
rights groups. 


“It’s important that everybody 
respect all forms of life,” she said. 

“ I he animals don’t have anybody to 
speak for them, and so many horrible 
things are going on.” 

She marches against puppy mills and 
fur stores. She boycotts companies 
that test their products on animals. 
“Now I’m on this bovine growth 
hormone thing,” she said. 

“Yesterday I sent out 100 copies of 
something informing schools and 
grocery stores what it is and how it 
affects people and animals and the 
environment.” 

She has not splashed paint onto 
anyone wearing fur, but she doesn’t 
rule that out. In 1991, a man in St. 
Peter, Minn., triH to dispose of 
some day-old P’ pie* in a garbage 
dumpster. “Luckily, somebody found 
them and rescued them,” Brayton 
said. "But when the guy went to 
court, the judge just fined him Si.” 

The judge also belittled the efforts of

animal-rights activists, and he was 
reprimanded by the state Board on 
Judicial Standards. Brayton offered 
her own reprimand, a sign in her 
front yard. 

“Then I had the city writing me, 
telling me I had to take it down.” 

Oth^ people in New Brighton put up 
signr> she said, but they don't get 
cross letten from City Hall. “One 
(woman) across the street had this 
big steak fry, and she had a sign up 
for that. They have garage-sale signs, 
and they’re billboard size.” 

The MCLU noted other apparent 
discrepancies in enforcement. 

"While the city was quick to censor 
Ms. Brayton's animal-rights signs, it 
did nothing about much larger yard 
signs expressing support for 
Operation Desert Storm and for the 
Minnesota Twins,” the MCLU said 
in a statement. 

Mayor Bob Benke said most yard 
signs are temporary and thus don’t 
receive official review. 

“They’re up a while and then they 
disappear,” he said. "Hers have been 
up a long time.” 

Benke said the city had no complaint 
with the content of Brayton’s signs — 
except that it’s impossible for passing 
motorists to read them. 

The sign that began the dispute “was 
in a highly visible place,” he said, but 
motorists “had to stop and look, and 
that blocks traffic.” 

The city embraces the constitutional 
right to free expression, Benke said. 

But it also must “protect the health, 
safety and welfare of its residents.” 
and the reasonable regulation of yard 
signs is pan of that. 

“The question then becomes, ‘Are 
our guidelines reasonable and 
prudent?’ Obviously, we believe they 
are, and the (district] court agreed." 


Brayton insists that it's her message, 
not her medium, that rankles people. 

When she challenged the city's sign 
ordinance, things began to appear in

her yard: a decapitated rabbit, dead 
squirrels, pieces of fish. 

Someone threw paint on the house. 
Early one morning, somebody ran 
over her sign with a truck. 

She said she found live animals left 
behind the tires of her car. A man 
called and threatened to kill her 7- 
year-old daughter. 

People objected to the graphic images 
on her signs. 

“I had a sign up about dissection,” 
she said. "They said it might 
traumatize their children. But their 
children are allowed to do dissection 
in school. 

"I don’t put swearing or anything 
obscene on the signs. There have 
been pictures that were pretty bad: a 
raccoon in a trap who had part of his 
paw caught, and a rabbit they had 
done testing on. 


“But it’s the truth. People need to 
know how bad the traps are. what 
they can do. that animals do suffer 
. . . it's not just some painless thing. 
It's like a lot of issues today: You can 
sugarcoat it all you want, but that’s 
the way it is.” 

Neighbors also objected to the 
physical condition of her signs. 
Brayton acknowledged that they 
sometimes looked shabby. 

“I would put up good signs,” she 
said. “I even had one done 
professionally once. But then 
somebody would run it down, throw 

paint on it. I'd go out at least twice a 
week and change it or fix it up, but I 
got tired of putting that kind of 
money into it just to see it wrecked 
the next day. 

“I told them, ‘If you want it to look 
decent, quit running it down.’ ” 

People do stop to read small print on 
the sign. Brayton said, though not in 
traffic-blocking numbers. Some come 
to the door to ask for more 
information. Some offer 
encouragement. 

"They come up to me and say, ‘I 
think it's great what you’re doing; 
keep on fighting.’ ” 

She gets qualified support from her 
husband, Jerry. 

“He is not for animal rights like I 
am," Deanna Brayton s.nd It's not 
that he believes in abusing animals, 
but he believes in (the use of animals 
in medical] testing. And he hunts. 

“We’ve learned to respect each 
other’s opinions, and he supports my 
right to free speech ’’ 

She intends to see the sign issue 
through. But she sometimes resents 
the time and energy it takes 

“There are so many more worthwhile 
causes and things to scream about 
than a sign,” she said

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Frustrated with government in-action following an investigation into abuse at Yerkes 
Primate Research Center at Emory University, six dedicated animal rights activists formed a 
human barricade at 7s 30 a.m. to keep researchers from continuing their torture. 

Eventually, the activists were arrested, but their non-violent resistance to the murder 
of the primates at Yerkes resulted in massive news coverage, and renewed activism in the 
Atlanta area. The activists call on animal activists nationwide to join them in future non- 
violent "acts of resistance."

Animal Raids 

Terrified villagers in eastern 
India are beating drums, 
setting off firecrackers and 
using torches to drive off marauding 
elephants and leopards that have 
been attacking plantations in the re- 
gion. At least six people were tram- 
pled or mauled to death in West Ben- 
gal state during the first two weeks of 
April, and seven others were serious- 
ly injured by the animals. 

"Terror has gripped the 7,000 tea 
garden workers, and they refuse to 
go to work for fear of leopards," 
said Samar Nath Chatterjee, an offi- 
cial of the Indian Tea Association in 
Calcutta. Staying at home has not 
been all that safe either. Because of 
rapidly shrinking forests, the ele- 
phants have wandered into the vil- 
lages, smashing mud-and-straw huts 
where many of the workers live.

Bear Farms 

i Animal activists in Boston 
have launched a petition 

I drive to end the practice of 

bear farming" in China, where the 
animals are "milked" for medicinal 
purposes. The World Society for the 
Protection of Animals believes about 
5,000 of the Asiatic black bears have 
been imprisoned for more than a 
decade inside cramped cages in Chi- 
na, with metal tubes permanently in- 
serted into their gall bladders to ex- 
tract bile. The fluid is widely used as 
a tonic for a variety of common ail- 
ments.

Animal rights 
activist gets 
jail sentence 

‘Crimes of urban intimidation’

An animal rights activist who 
kidnapped cats and fire-bombed 
fish company trucks had his sus- 
pended sentence replaced Thurs- 
day with two years less a day in 
jail 

“A free society cannot survive 
when zealots . . . deliberately 
break the law in an effort to im- 
pose their will on others by danger- 
ous and unlawful intimidation,” 
three Alberta Court of Appeal jus- 
tices said in sentencing Darren 
Todd Thurston. 

No matter how laudable their 
motives or how passionate their be- 
liefs, such zealots undermine a free 
society, the justices said in a writ- 
ten judgment 

The justices said it’s important to 
“indicate in the clearest possible 
terms that crimes of urban intim- 
idation are totally inconsistent with 
the freedoms ... of a democratic 
Canada 

“Those freedoms depend upon 
the recognition by every citizen of 
the rule of law.” 

Thurston pleaded guilty to arson, 
and break and enter with intent to 
commit an indictable offence. On 
Sept 3, 1993, a Court of Queen’s 
Bench justice gave him a sus- 
pended sentence, noting that he’d 
already spent 15 months in pre-tri- 
al custody. Other mitigating factors 
included Thurston’s relative youth 
of 23 years, his guilty pleas, and no 
prior criminal record. 

“The suspended sentence does 
not reflect the seriousness of the 
circumstances in which the offences 
were committed . . . The crimes 
had an element of urban intimida- 
tion to them,” the justices said. 

They also upheld the trial 
judge’s order that Thurston pay 
$73,725 for property damage he 
caused. 

Bryan Fallwell, owner of Bill- 
ingsgate Fish Company Ltd., said 
he was pleased that Thurston’s 
sentence had been increased. “I 
thought he got off much too lightly 
the first time.” 

If Thurston had picketed his 
store, he said he could have ac- 
cepted it “But to take it into a ter- 
rorist situation, it is criminal.” 

Thurston, a leader of the Animal 
Liberation Front, and accomplices 
had set fire to three Billingsgate 
trucks on Dec. 15, 1991. The fire

Six months later, Thurston and* 
accomplices broke into the Univer- 
sity of Alberta’s Bio Animal Ken-' 
nel. Phone cords were cut, paint 
was splashed and files were strewn 
about Twenty-nine cats valued at 
$44,350 were stolen. Scrawled on. 
the walls were the messages: 
“We’ll be back for the mice” and 
“No more.” Damage there was 
$22,375. 

On June 8, 1992, Thurston and 
others sent a communique to the 
media, along with pictures of two 
people holding cats and a banner 
reading “Free ALF.” The commu- 
nique to The Edmonton Journal 
said the group intended to set fire 
to a university building, but “un- 
fortunately we ran out of time.” It 
also said “Shut down your labs 
and re-introduce the prisoners ‘tir 
their native habitat. We won’t stop 
until they do.” 

The justices added that Thur- 
ston’s new sentence is not “by any 
means the maximum sentence 
which the court is prepared to im- 
pose in cases of dangerous and un- 
lawful public intimidation.” 
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of kids in front of the store shouted 
killing bears! Start killing bears!” 

The protesters from Bear Defense Action Net- 
work were rallying in opposition to poaching, 
which they say is driving bears to the brink of 
extinction (“STOP THE HOLOCAUST!” reads a 
network flier). The network’s long-term goal is to 
end bear hunting altogether, said organizer Collin 
Jerwood, a 28-year-old tree planter from the Ap- 
plegate Valley. 

Protesters disputed the Oregon Department of 
Fish & Wildlife, which estimates there is one bear 
per square mile — a medium to high population. 

After the rally, the protesters took their picket 
signs to Williams. 

Jerwood said the network is launching “poach 
patrols” to protect bears. Recently he ran into a 
poacher with his dogs, he said. 


Williams resident Larry Stout, 
50, said that when he was younger, 
he used to hunt deer. After suffer- 
ing a disabling injury in a motor- 
cycle accident, Stout began re- 
thinking his life. He finds bear 
hunting especially distasteful. 

“I can’t imagine anyone getting 
satisfaction from killing a bear,” 
Stout said. “A bear, when it’s 
skinned out, looks just like a 
human.” 

A 20-year-old cook from an Ash- 
land vegetarian restaurant said 
protesters were the voice for ani- 
mals who can’t speak for them- 
selves. The man, who wore a 
bandanna and declined to give his 
name, said it’s selfish for humans 
to slaughter bears. 

“Just because we’re smarter 

doesn’t mean we’re better than 
animals,” he said. 


After a moment’s reflection, he 
corrected himself: “I don’t mean 
we’re smarter. We just have more 
complex brain structure. Saying 
we’re smarter implies we’re bet- 
ter.” 

Megan Williamson, a 17-year- 
old Ashland High School Student, 
scoffed at hunters. 

“I think it’s pretty ridiculous,” 
she said. “There’s just no reason

McDonald s tries to silence criticism 


McDonald’s are trying to silence world-wide criticism of their practices by 
threatening legal action against those who speak out. Many have been forced to back 
down because they lacked the money to fight a case. But now, two supporters of 
London Greenpeace will be defending themselves in a major High Court libel trial 
starting on 28th February 1994. 

Libel cases are complex, oppressive, unfair, and also hugely expensive, and with no 
Legal Aid available the odds are stacked against members of the public defending 
themselves. On top of this the High Court has shown that it will bend and break its 
own rules in an attempt to prevent the truth getting out - in order to protect the 
interests of powerful institutions like McDonald’s. 

In a huge COVER UP, the $20 billion a year Corporation has been allowed to 
withhold company documents and other information from the defence which would 
verify the truth of the London Greenpeace statements. Even after this, the Courts 
were still so worried by the determination of the unwaged defendants that the judge 
ruled he was TAKING AWAY their RIGHT TO A JURY TRIAL. The same judge 
will try the case and clearly he fears that a jury might back the defendants and be 
outraged that this case was ever brought at all. 

The trial will be a platform for dozens of defence witnesses to expose the truth 
about McDonald’s. It will also be a focus for stepping up protests against 
McDonald’s before, during and AFTER the trial - whatever the ‘verdict’ 

Its vital to stand up to intimidation and to defend free speech. McDonald’s and 
powerful institutions like them must be forced to apologise for THEIR crimes.

McDonalds spends a fortune on advertisements, trying to cultivate an image of 
being a caring’ and ‘green’ company that is also a fun place to eat. Children are 
lured in (dragging their parents behind them) with the promise of toys and other 
gimnucks. But behind the smiling face of Ronald McDonald lies the reality - 
McDonald s only interest is money; making profits from whoever and whatever they

Clayoquot Sound Black Bear Hunt: 
Defenders Take Action

Black bear rumbles down to the beach during low tide to find 
breakfast. He is healthy, strong and beautiful. He is also half 
blind in the sunlight, and as he flips over the rocks looking 
for little crabs, he is quite unaware of the men sitting in a 
boat, watching him. In a blast of a second, his life is over — 
not from illness, starvation or old age, but from an action he 
could never understand. The men cautiously approach him. 

When they are sure the bear is very dead, they skin him, and 
congratulate each other. 

This trophy hunt may be legal in the court, but it is a violent 
crime against Nature. Many folks in Clayoquot Sound are 
opposed to trophy hunting (9 1 % in the community values 
survey) and some of us have been meeting on this issue and 
discussing how to stop it. Four years ago we worked very hard 
to discourage Wayne Wiebe, a licensed hunting guide, from 
coming back to Clayoquot Sound. Clients from the US pay 
Wiebe top dollar for the experience of looking for bears by 
boat, killing them and taking the bear skin as trophy. They 
do not track the bear through the bush and they do not eat 
the meat. The bear’s body is left to rot on the beach. 

Wiebe and his party were again discovered in Clayoquot 
Sound. They were followed by boats of concerned residents 
back to the loading ramfyand to Wiebe’s truck. A lot of 
frustrated conversation took place — on the part of the bear 
protectors because a bear had been shot and skinned, and on 
the part of Wiebe’s party because only one bear had been 
killed that day. As Wiebe started to back his truck down the 
ramp to load his boat, a bear protector blocked his truck. She 
felt this issue needed further discussion and couldn’t sympa- 
thize with anyone missing a hockey game. As everyone 
exchanged opinions, the boat carrying the skin drifted over 
to a couple of bear protectors standing in their boat. The 
skin was lifted out of the boat, with the announcement, ‘This 
bear stays in Clayoquot Sound!” With that the bear protect 
tors roared off with the skin. 

Naturally, the energy changed, and some threats were made. 

The RCMP arrived shortly after and everyone travelled back 
to town to carry on the discussion. Meanwhile, in a peaceful 
place, away from guns, anger and argument, a quiet ceremony 
was held for the bear. Prayers of love and respect were given 
to the bear’s spirit, and the skin was laid to rest in a place 
where other bears have rested too. 

Following this action of conscience, the seven residents of 
Tofino were charged with interfering with the trophy killing 
of black bears. The charges were laid by Wayne Wiebe, who 
is also licensed to take clients out to kill elk, deer, mountain 
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lions, and wolves. On Vancouver Island his black bear kills 
are as follows: 1986: 70, 1987: 61, 1988: 66, 1989: 92, 1990: 
63, 1991 : 54. People living in the Clayoquot Sound wilder- 
ness are reporting very few to no sightings of black bear 
anymore. The assault on their population by trophy killing, 
poaching and clearcutting of habitat combined with a slow 
reproduction rate (one or two cubs every two or three years) 
has put the black bear in a crisis situation. 

The black bear is now on the Endangered Species list of the 
World Society for the Protection of Animals. The Asian 
trade in bear gall bladders has made the bear more “valuable” 
dead than alive. In BC alone 3500 black bears are poached 
annually and another 4000 are killed by “sportsmen.” 

As for the people facing criminal charges for standing up for 
bears, the trial went well. The seven bear protectors were 
represented by five of BC’s finest lawyers. One protector was 
acquitted within the first hour of proceedings, and the next 
two days of trial exposed the horror of what we have to stop. 
The horror is armchair killing for entertainment. Of people 
paying $3,000 to kill a bear while he’s feeding peacefully on 
the beach. Of people leaving the bear’s body on the beach 
to rot and going home with that bear’s skin. 

The energy in that Tofino courtroom was Bear energy and it 
followed the Bear people into sentencing. The judge 
admitted he spent many sleepless nights thinking about this 
case. As a result another bear protector was released, four 
received fines from $100 to $500 and the person who actually 
returned the bear’s skin to a respectful place was given a 
conditional discharge. 

When we take a firm, peaceful stand to speak for those who 
can’t the system that works very hard to keep us suppressed 
will respond. We can no longer afford to feel suppressed and 
afraid of a system that is out of control and out of sync with 
our natural world. At this critical point in history, we must 
listen to our conscience and intuition to bring about balance 
once again.

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One mink farmer claimed that in 
tests, melatonin implanted mink had 
heavier leather and were harder to 
flesh. This is undesirable to the fur 
farmers. The manufacturer said that 
an early pelting out process avoids 
this problem. He added that this 
implant will not reduce fighting or self 
mutilation. He also pointed out that 
melatonin is already available in 
Canada and one fur farm using the 
product was receiving two to four 
dollars more per pelt than the 
average mink farmer. 

This is the first FDA-approved 
chemical ever produced for mink 
besides antibiotics and vaccines. 
The sole purpose of this product is to 
save the fur farmer money. It costs 
about 40 cents per dose and is 
injected into the loose skin between 
the shoulder blades. The 
manufacturer, Terry Cairns of Wildlife 
Pharmaceuticals, said, "Mink don't 
seem to mind it too much. I think 
they mind being handled more than 
being injected." 

Wildlife Pharmaceuticals is the only 1 
company that makes this product, ; 
since four others could not afford the 
FDA approval process. They are! 
located at 1401 Duff Drive, Suite 
600, Fort Collins, CO 80524, 1 -800- 




222-WILD. Terry Cairns is a fox 
farmer as well. 

The next discussion was about 
how to increase breeder 
reproduction. The fur farmers have 
decided to expose the mink to one 
and a half hour of lighting each 
morning or evening in addition to 
sunlight hours. This tricks the minks' 
biological systems and pushes 
breeding success up from about 
85% to 93%. 

The real key to their success, j 
however, is through scientifically j 
formulated mink feed. Perhaps the 
main mink research center at this 
point is the National Fur Foods 
Experimental Mink Ranch. The other 
big players were crippled by the ALF, 
but this one is, at this point, 
untouched. They have developed 
feed which, when added to the 
standard wet feed (ground up 
slaughterhouse by-products and 
grain,) cuts disease rates in half by! 
reducing bacteria counts in the feed. 
This product also helps develop 
minks with lighter leather, silkier fur, 
uniform pelt size, and breeders with 
better milking and bigger kits. This is 
a major asset to the fur farm industry. 

The National Fur Foods Co., which 
is a subsidiary of National Milk 
Specialities, is located in New 
Holstein, Wisconsin. The 
experimental fur farm may be located 
in nearby Oshkosh. They can be 
reached at 1-800-558-5803. This 
company needs to be shut down! 

The spread of Aleutian Disease is 
of great concern to the fur farm 


industry. The development of high 
quality pelts while cutting costs at the 
same time may be their only greater 
concern. Furriers feel that U.S. mink 
quality is getting worse. Once again. 
National Fur Foods is working to 
solve this problem. They claim that 
their feed is specially formulated to 
produce lighter leather, silkier fur, 
etc. I cannot emphasize more how 
evil, and how crucial, this company is. 

The next workshop covered 
management, pelt prices, and the 
future. With pelt prices up, due to 
lack of supply, the fur farmers plan to 
upgrade their equipment and buy 
new breeding stock to eliminate 
some of the inbreeding that was 
going on. It was again mentioned 
that using National Fur Foods 
crumlets would save them money. 
One mink farmer warned against 
expanding the mink herds as this 
would lead to lower prices. An 
updated water system has been 
produced by Aqua Cir-Clean of 
Green Bay, Wisconsin. It was 
promoted as a real money saver in 
terms of labor costs. 

The mink industry has a problem 
with animals dying shortly after birth. 
It was recommended that they watch 
kits closely during April and May as 
this is the time when they are born 
National Fur Foods claims that they 
have people at their experimental fur 
farm during ail hours of the night 
during this time period. They are 
watching the kits to correct any 
problems that will lead to an early 
death. 
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The next discussion covered the 
use of antibiotics in mink to help 
keep them alive until pelting time. I 
overheard someone say that only 3 
antibiotics are approved for use in 
mink. The speaker mentioned this 
but continued to list 10 or 15 
different antibiotics that could be 
used along with the correct dosages. 

Mike Savidusky of Savidusky Furs 
in Madison, Wisconsin spoke next. 
Due to a lack of competition, he. is 
once again on stable ground, his 
focus is on youth and he is 
experiencing his best times since 
1986. It is apparent that 
overconfident activists are ignoring 
the fur issue because they believe 
that we've already won. The battle 
isn't even half over and we must 
continue to hit the furriers hard. 

The ecology issue is something 
that the furriers are now focusing on. 
They say that fur is a "natural- 
product. They ignore the fact that 66 
times more energy goes into the 
production of a fur coat than a 
synthetic one. The Coalition To 
Abolish the Fur Trade has 
information to counter every one of 
their claims of this issue. 

Due to higher pelt prices, 
wholesale rates will be higher next 
year. They won’t be able to sell their 
coats at near nothing prices during 
the '94-'95 season. In response to 
this, Savidusky claims that 40-45% of 
his profits are now coming from 
cleaning, restyling, remodeling, etc., 
so even if he sells low, he can make 
more money when more fur is on the 
street. There is a small group of 
furriers, all at least 300 miles apart, 
who are unloading tons of 
merchandise at extremely low prices 
to capitalize on this. They all 
schedule their sales around each 
other and get the merchandise on 
consignment. 

It is the fur industry’s belief that the 
movement against them is 
weakening because our protests 
have been less confrontational and 
shorter. What does this tell you? We 


must have large, long, loud protests. 
This summer we will begin our 
"Summer Heat” campaign. Up to 
10% of the mink on fur farms die from 
heat related diseases and this will be 
the basis for the campaign. It would 
be great if other groups joined us in 
this new, angry campaign that aims to 
truly educate the public. We can 
destroy the furriers' morale by 
showing them that we're stronger 
than ever-we’ve just been putting 
our energies elsewhere for the past 
two years. We must focus on the fur 
trade and win! 

(The next workshop, given by the 
Fur Farm "Animal Welfare" Coalition, 
described a new propaganda video 
to be shown to Michigan 
schoolchildren that promotes animal 
abuse.) 

It is clear that we must embark on a 
new, confrontational campaign that 
embraces new tactics as well as old 
ideas that have proven to be 
effective. We suggest that activists 
push for city ordinances that ban the 
sale of wild fur. This will be the first 
step in our efforts to completely 
abolish the fur trade. All stores that 
still sell fur must be boycotted and 
they need to know why they lost your 


business. Fur wearers must be made 
to feel uncomfortable. They see fur 
as a status symbol and when they are 
frowned upon, their coat will lose its 
appeal. Posters can be put up with a 
paste made from a flour/water 
mixture. Stickers and leaflets must 
be everywhere. Consider 
investigating fur farms and 
documenting the conditions the 
animals are in. We have a small fur 
farm list and your state department of 
agriculture may help you as well. If a 
group of activists conducted a civil 
disobedience on a fur farm, the 
media would get shots of the small, 
filthy cages the mink are kept in. This 
should be considered. Other 
activists have sabotaged fur stores 
and fur farms. This causes the 
furriers' insurance premiums to 
skyrocket. I know of a fur store in 
Memphis that was attacked 
repeatedly and lost their lease and 
their insurance. 

In conclusion, the fur trade is hurt 
but still kicking. Grassroots groups 
must continue to fight in the streets 
while the national groups need to 
work on shrinking the fur markets in 
Korea and the Far East. Let's stop 
these murderers once and for all!

The poster is one of the most effective, as well as 
economical, methods available for sharing ones point of 
view. The "Supreme Court of Canada" recently concluded 
that posters are a "politically significant" form of commu- 
nication and cannot be prevented from being placed on 
public property such as trees and telephone poles. There 
is currently no law on the books in Edmonton as a result 
of this decision (as of September 21/93). This means it’s 
time to poster! 

Personally I have a real aversion to using staples and 
tape - simply because any slob who disagrees with you, 
and is so minded, can easily tear your valued sentiments 
off and toss them on the ground (often after crumpling 
them up into a small ball). Stapling is quick - and very 
inoffensive - but ultimately useless. Real anarchists use 
paste! That is: a combination of flour and warm water 
mixed thoroughly. Around 1/2 and 1/2 or so depending 
upon your preference in application. The Hit and Go 
Lone Wolf type of posterer prefers the "mist-spray-bottle- 
type-deal" used for spraying plants. If the flour/water 
combination isn’t too thick it’ll work wonderfully (in 
winter however, there is a problem with freezing). The 
other method uses the ole bucket and paintbrush ap- 
proach. Very fast (2 person operation) and messy but ideal 
for covering poles with loads o’ posters. 

Unfortunately, most people think of posters only as 
used in promoting concerts: yet they are capable of 
conveying any thought or idea that the designer can 
create. Because of their nature, they are usually offering 
a different opinion than the traditional big-buck, adver- 
tiser owned, mainstream media allows. And like compu- 
ter telecommunications, posters slip through the cracks of 
control. There is no defence against its attacks. No way to 
stop its message. 

What if everyone in the city put up 100 posters 
tomorrow? 

Things can change.

In addition to direct confrontation with 
hunters to bring your viewpoint to the public, 
there arc also other ways to scuttle and sabotage 
hunting with virtually no legal or bodily risks. 

At all costs, hunters want to avoid the 
following 

1. Noise* 

2. Scents & odors (gun smoke, human 
smell, etc.) 

3. Visibility 

Bogus hunters can supply the above three 
deterrents to successful hunting. First of all, the 
anti-hunter must look like a hunter, act like a 
hunter, and talk like a hunter. To make it 
absolutely legal, it is necessary to secure a 
hunting license. Then, engage in the following 
tactics: 

1 . Have sonic common type of flagrant, 
bright colored piece of clothing (hat, vest, etc.) 

2. Plot your area of coverage and travel in 
pairs (cover as much of a hunting area as 
possible). 

3. Get a safe sh(xiting shotgun & use high 
power shells — they make more noise.

Although it was freezing up here, we 
managed to protest fur numerous times. 
One of our better protests was at a 
theater where there were only nine of 
us, but the police, in their usual attempt 
to intimidate activists, showed up with so 
many that there was a police cruiser per 
protester and a paddy wagon to boot! 
However, this show of force did not 
deter us and actually made our protest 
look much bigger and of more 
importance than it was, We disrupted 
the MN Pork Congress, which resulted in 
one arrest. The story went out on the AP 
wire receiving national coverage. We 
also protested donkey-ball at a local 
high school, the poultry convention, 
and the circus. 

On campus, we have been active 
as well. The beg news is that after a 
long campaign, carried out by another 
local animal rights group, the University 
of MN has ended the physiology dog 
labs and halved the number of surgery 
dog labs. We have held showings of 
the Animal's Film and Hidden Crimes, 
had another successful benefit concert, 
produced new leaflets on veganism 
and vivisection, put up many displays in 
the student unions on both the 
Minneapolis and St. Paul campuses, 
and had over 10 pro-animal articles 
printed in local papers on the issues of 
veganism, circuses, and vivisection. We 
just recently chalked our campus with 
slogans which never fails to get us back 
into the paper. 

So that's what SOAR has been up 
to, but we are highly interested in what 
other groups across the country are
